pensions nearly 500.000,000.

About Parrots. 


A notable fact iu relation to the peculiar 
to d g*Viag a tlivor to the flesh of annual*, 
such as muddy weeds to that of fish, fish to 
wild ducks, serous to the flesh of pork, and 
many other instances, is most remarkable 
In the case ot p a rro t. 
We are assured by 
those who, living in South Airica, have 
fiequeutly eaten of parrot, that the deli­ 
cacy of the flesh vane s from a luxury to 
positive rejection during certain seasons of 
the year. 
When the delicious guava is 
ripe, they are all sapid and f a t; the teed 
of tho at*nj >u imparts a slight and not dis­ 
agreeable Jioujfcon of garlic; spicy seeds 
give not only the flavor but an aroma of 
cinnamon, cloves, etc., and all berries give 
a peculiar quality to their flesh. They are, 
moreover, wine bibbers. We had a parrot 
which had contracted that hab.t at the pas­ 
sengers’ dinner-tables on board one of the 
Peninsular and Oriental steamers. 
He 
would 
watch the guests retire, aud go 
round and “heel-tap” every glass as dry as 
any serving man. The seed of the cotton 
tree is the 
parrot’s especial 
weakness, 
and 
will intoxicate it in the 
same 
m anner 
a9 
alcohol 
does 
man. 
Dealers are said to give parrots a like slim 
ulant previous to showing them to a cus­ 
tomer, aa it bas the effect of makiog them 
loquacious. 
la opposition to a contrary 
notion, parrots will and * have ofteo been 
known to breed in captivity in different 
parts of Europe. They lay three or tour 
white eggs each time, and incubate several 
times in a year, sitting from 20 to 25 day. 
according to the season. The most suc­ 
cessful results appear to have been attend­ 
ant upon cases in w hich the birds have 
been provided w ithnestlng-pU ces sailable 
to their habits. In one case a small barrel 
was procured and pierced toward a third 
of its height with a hole about six inches 
in diameter. In the bottom was placed a 
quantity of sawdust three inches in thick­ 
ness. 
On this the female laid her eggs and 
sat until they were hatched. 
Recent works 
question the fact that parrots breed in 
domestication, but there exist too many 
trustw orthy evidences to the contrary to 
allow the denial to obtain. Indeed, sc 
long ago as 1833 a writer upon the subject 
said: "AU experiments which have beeu 
tried at Caen and Paris in this interesting 
subject have been attended with the most 
favorable results

has gained a sure impetus aud a firm foot­ 
ing. 
The Gazette is considered, by both ex ­ 
changes and snbscribers^in this city, as one 
of the best publications of our Western 
country, and the most ably edited of any 
Wisconsin paper extant. The local editors 
of the Times, who are rough and ready, 
but honest in priTate opinion, say that the 
Gazette is one of their best exchanges, 
and more fair in politics and sounder 
in principle than their own publication. 
'Ane storage capacity ol Chicago for 
grain in 20 oi the largest deva'ors is 10.000,* 
OOO bushels. 
Up to December 1st 73,000,- 
000 bushels were shipped.

cent more wheat was received this year 
than last. Over 13,003,000 bushels of all 
kinds of grain was received in store in 
October last. 
i ’ork declined slightly last 
week.

present. 
Foreign advices are decidedly 
favorable for holding over- Packers wish 
to “make hay while the sun shines,” pack 
and store ail they can get boid of, and keep 
for higher figures. 
A prominent packer, who used to be nu 
extensive raiser aod dealer in hogs, some 
years ago, in kou til cm Illinois, informed 
me last Saturday, that farmers, as a general 
rule, did not pay that attention to selection 
of breeds and feeding which they ought 
to, and that hundreds of thousands of dol­ 
lars were lost to farmers in the West every 
year from utter neglect of these two im - 
port&nt requisites. Ile said that an experi­ 
ence of twenty years id this one thing, 
warranted him in giving the following a J- 
vice to farmers: 
•‘Select hogs with great care in regard to 
their fattening 
qualities—no fcrawoy, 
lone-legged, 
narrow-shouldered 
breed 
should be allowed in a farmer a pen; have 
them come rn March or April; do cot 
wean for three months : feed the mother 
well—with a run of good pasture until Oc­ 
tober, then shut up, and commence feeding 
lightly at first, gradually increasing the 
amount; the feed should be composed oi 
two-thirds corn meal and one-third bran 
and middlings mixed, with one-half pound 
of salt and an (.qual amount ol charcoal to 
every bushel of Iced, cut thoroughly, and 
feed slightly warm, thrice a day. 
One 
pound of the above iced is equal to three 
pounds ofdry corn in ihe ear,and will fatten, 
seventy-live per cent belter and quicker, 
and make the pork white, healthy, tender 
and mo e nutritious, and a gain in every 
respect.’’ He urged cleanliness as one other 
important feature, likewise warmth iu cold 
weather, for one pound of pork lattened on 
dry corn the above treatment would make 
tin et pounds. Thousands ol poor scrawny 
hogs are arriving at the stock yards daily, 
entailing a Ion on all concerned.

A Goat With a History. 
San f rancisco Chronicle. 
There reposes in the trunk of William 
Withers, Jr.,leader of the California Tfaea- 
atrc orchestra, an ancient swallow-tail 
coat, faded sctnowtet with time, fragmen­ 
tary in condition through the clipping of 
pieces from it as mementoes, yet withal a 
highly interesting garment through histor­ 
ical association. The coat has two long 
knife cuts in it, one In the neck and the 
other in the hip, which were received in 
Ford’s Theatre at Washington, where the 
coat with Mr. Withers inside it, was pres­ 
ent on the night President Lincoln was 
assassinated. The gashes were inflicted by 
the assassin, John Wilkes Booth, a few 
moments atter he had fired 4the shot that 
revel bel ated through a Nation, and the 
story ol that night, as told by Mr. Withers 
to a Chronicle reporter yesterday, is as 
tollows: “The play, as you will recollect, 
was ‘Our American Cousin.’ The house 
was jammed from pit to dome with a 
throng whoee admiration and attention 
were divided between the Presidential box 
where sat Mr. ana Mrs. Lincoln, little Tad, 
and Major IUthone, and the stage, where 
Harry Hawk and Laura Keane passonated 
the leading roles. The first two acts had 
proceeded without unusual intl rest. Presi­ 
dent Lincoln appear! ag to quietly enjoy 
the performance, and finally the curtain 
rose on the third act and the dairy scene, 
where Treheard was to propose to Mary 
Meredith. During the interlude I had gone 
behind to talk with Wright, the prompter. 
I had composed a song called 'Honor to 
Oar holdiers,’ in honor of the occasion, 
which had net been sung in the proper 
time, and to see about it. To talk with 
him where he (stood I had to order Spang­ 
ler the scene shifter, out of the way. 
His 
position was at the gas box, and it turned 
oat afterward that ms enforced removal 
spoiled esc of the cards in the programme, 
which was the turning off of the gato soon 
as the shot was fired. 
“I had finished my talk with Wright and 
tamed down the passage which fed oat 
into the alleyway where Peanut John was 
bolding Booth's horse, and which also led 
to the door by which I returned to my 
place in the orchestra. Tho passage was 
dark and very narrow,—so mach so, in 
tact, that two men could not pass side by 
side. I hid traversed nearly to the door 
when I heard a tingle pistol-shot. I stop­ 
ped, started, and trying to think where 
there was a pistol fired in 'The American 
Cousin.* Then I heard a strange murmur, 
and looking around I saw Harry Hawk 
running rapidly up the steps that led to 
his dressing room. A second afterward I 
saw a man runnmg acroes the stage, fie 
had jumped from the box to the stage on 
the other side from mo, but his impetus 
was so great that he ran Into the brick 
wall near me and the entrance to the pas­ 
sage, putting out his hands to break the 
force of the coiitsion. Then ho jumped 
tor the passageway aod I saw his face, but 
scarcely 
recognized 
Booth. Hts eyes 
seemed starting from his head, his black 
hair stood on end, and his dark, handsome 
face wore such a ferocious expiession that 
he did not seem like the samo man. 
“I was completely paralyzed as he rush­ 
ed into the parsage and said, “Get out of 
my way.’ I could not have done so, even 
if I had had my presence of mind, and in a 
moment he was on me, striking at me with 
the dagger he held in his right hand. The 
blow struck me, glancing on the hip, and 
made the cut you sec there. I turned mc 
partly round, and like a flash, he struck 
me again and knocked me headlong to the 
floor of the passage in front of him. With 
out losing a moment he jumped over me, 
seized the knob and wrenched the door 
opec, and in a moment more was gallop­ 
ing at top speed down the street. AU this 
took place in tar less limo than it takes to 
tell it.

came Stewart, tho dotec'ive, and following 
him a cr awd oi people, who, taking ms f ir 
an accomplice, arrested mo and took me 
back on the stage. 
''The scene there w&3 simply indescriba­ 
ble. The audience, crazy wan excitement 
was yelling they kotw cot what. The 
stage and the front part ol tho auditorium 
were j mimed with people, some asking the 
cause, and others crying ‘Lynch him,' 
'hang him, though who the assassin was 
they dM not know. Tho lights were in 
full glow, and above all could be seen the 
President, senseless and white as death, 
with his Lea I part ally hanging out of the 
box, while Mrs. Lincoln ^bulbed his fore - 
head with water from a basin, which 
Laura Keene held. The audience became 
even wilder when the truth was known, 
and were augmented by the throng ef 
breathless arrivals from the outside until 
the theatre was so crowded that another 
person could cot possibly have got even his 
head in. The President lay in his box 
under the doctor’s care for a long time, 
and was finally removed, through the 
greatest crowd taat ever gathered in Wash­ 
ington, to the I jad in g -house across the 
street, where he died the next morning. 
“I was taken to the pol ce station, but 
discharged alsoon as ihe facts were known, 
ja n g le r was arrested and convicted of 
being an accomplice, but was afterwards 
pardoned. Toe knife turusts did me no 
great injury, the first Dot penetrating the 
skin and the second only scratching my 
neck. I have kept the CJit, however as a 
memento cl the mc it exciting night I 
ever experience J. The shirt which I wore 
which was also slashed, I gave to Harry 
Widener, now oi mu Baldwin, who was 
playing with me at the time, and who still 
nas ll, I believe.’’
